Division  of  Purses

Official  Score

The  Club  shall  select  a  Committee  of  five  to  classify  shooters 
according  to  their  known  shooting  ability.  If  a  contestant's 
ability  is  unknown,  the  Handicap  Committee  can  place  him  on 
the  16  yard  mark,  with  power  to  change  handicap  should  they 
deem  it  necessary.

In  a  20  bird  event,  should  a  16  yard  man  break  straight,  he 
would  shoot  in  the  next  event  from  19  yards;  should  he  break 
19,  from  18  yards  ;  should  he  break  18,  from  17  yards ;  should 
he  break  less  than  18,  from  the  16  yard  mark. 

A  16  yard  man  cannot  go  further  back  than  19  yards  or 
nearer  than  16  yards,  unless  re-handicapped  by  Committee.
